Under 
the policy to be fixed by law, the 
Government would automatically 
come into the market to buy cot- 
ton at the “floor” and would au- 
tomatically go into the market to 
sell cotton at the “ceiling,” there- 
by avoiding the accumulation of 
an unwieldly surplus. As cotton 
production gradually shifts to low- 
cost production areas, the parity 
price would come down until it 
reaches an economic competitive 
level. 

(2) Establishment of an auto- 
matic formula to control the cot- 
ton surplus and to hold it around 
the normal carry-over of 4,000,000 
bales per year. This would mean 
an automatic reduction in cotton 
production quotas for a year after 
an excessive surplus. 

(3) The offering of “induce 
ments” to high-cost cotton produc. 
ers to get in some other products, 
such “inducements” to be suffi 
cient to enable him to establish 
himself in his new line over a pe- 
riod that may last as long as five 
years. This, the Sub-Committee 
thinks, will avoid economic hard- 
ship and social upheaval to the 
high-cost producer of cotton. 

(4) More liberal payments to 
farmers who engage in efficient 
soil conservation. This is on the 
theory that the South still remains 
badly in need of a more intensive 
soil conservation program.

The President of the Memphis 
Cotton Exchange, Robert Hussey, 
said: “After the actual break, 
when the market was lowest, al- 
most all producesg held onto cot- 
ton in a determined way.

“The result has caused not only 
some increase in future prices but 
an increase in present premiums 
they’re getting for cotton.” 

M. G. Mann, manager of the 
North Carolina Cotton Co-opera- 
tive Association, said in Charlotte 
that many farmers: in his state 
were withholding cotton the past 
two weeks in hopes’that-such ac- 
tion would push the ‘price up. 

However, a spokesman for bro- 
kers in Columbia, S. C., said that 
although withholding by farmers 
should theoretically drive prices 
higher, he doubted the present 
movement would do this in view 
of stocks available.

In Jackson, Miss., John R. Wil- 


iliams, District Agricultural Agent, 


said the hill farmers had already 
sold the majority of their crop 
and what was left couldn’t influ- 
ence the market. 

P. ©. Davis, Alabama Extension 
Service Director, said a substantial 
part of the South Alabama cotton 
crop had been marketed before 
the price break, and much of the 
North Alabama crop was still in 
the fields. He said he had heard 
many farmers in the State were 
withholding in hopes of highr 
prices, but he had no definite evi- 
dence. 

Harmon Whittington, President 
of the Houston, Texas, Cotton Ex- 
chenge, said farmers were not sell- 
ing their cotton as freely as be- 
fore, but that the drop was “not 
nearly as great as the 90 percent 
reported in some sections.” 

President S. G. Henry, of the 
Mid-South Cotton Growers’ Asso- 
ciation, said in Memphis that 
there was a “very definite and 
general movement throughout this 
entire area’ to withhold cotton 
from market.

With registrations hitting 
highs in many key states like New 
York and California, an Associat- 
ed Press state-by-state survey 
shows 59,669,656 have qualified to 
vote in this year’s elections. 

On the basis of this total of 
eligible voters, state officials and 
political leaders in the various 
states figure the national vote 
would be above 35,000,000—or 35.,- 
421,339 to be exact. 

Such a turnout would be better 
than 59 percent of the eligibles. 
It also would be more than 
7,000,000 increase over the actual 
total congressional vote in 1942, 
the last off-year election, 
percent of the estimated eligibles, 
or 28,070,185, cast ballots.

My two most-used books, the two into which 

6 I dip at least briefly every day, are “John 

, Brown’s Body,” a book-length War Between the 

States poem by the late Stephen Vincent Benet; and the Bible, 

preferably the King James Version, although I have several. Benet 

gets some of the majesty of the King James Version in some of 
his writing. 

“John Brown’s Body” is, to my way of thinking, one of the 

finest things ever written. This is particularly true for a South 

erner. For a Georgian there is a passage which is a constant delight: 


“This was his Georgia, this his share 

Of pine and river and sleepy air, 

Of Summer thunder and Winter rain 

That spills bright tears on the window-pane 
With the slight, fierce passion of young men’s grief, 
Of the mocking bird and the mulberry leaf. 
For, wherever the winds of Georgia run, 

It smells of peaches long in the sun, 

And the white wolf-Winter, hungry and frore, 
Can prowl the north by a frozen door, 

But here we have fed him on bacon fat 

And he sleeps by the door like a lazy cat. 
Here Christmas stops at everyone’s house 

With ‘a jug of molasses and green, young boughs, 
And the little New Year, the weakling one, 

Can lie outdoors in the noonday sun, 

Blowing the fluff from a turkey-wing 

At skies already haunted with Spring— 


Oh, Georgia, Georgia, the careless yield!

Nevertheless, the purpose of the week seoms to be to get more 
people to read the Bible I am afraid they go at it in an in 
correct manner. People ought to read the Bible because they want 
to read it. 

So, it always has beer my idea that the average 
terested in reading the Bible, ought to approach it as he 
any other book—that is, to read it first for pleasure. 

There is all sorts of reading in it, some of the most moving 
poetry ever written; more majestic flows of vivid, powerful lan- 
guage than to be found anywhere else. There is philosophy, 
common sense, prophecy, love stories, human interest stories-——all 
that one might wish. 

I think it an error to drive people to “The Book” and try to 
make them drink of any special stream, Let them discover it for 
themselves and drink of what they will. The Book can take care 
of itself. » 

If they go to it for mere pleasure in reading, there will be many 
who will discover the deep streams of inspiration, faith, hope and 
good will toward man. 

There will be a few, even, who will discover the real meaning 
of Christianity, which is, in a way, at least, a most uncomfortable 
sort of discovery. 

I am quite convinced, for instance, that if Christ were to come, 
incognito, to the average town and speak exactly His words as re- 
ported in “The Book,” the local klavern of the KKK would de- 
nounce Him out of the town and undoubtedly would have the help 
of the type minister who joins the KKK. and others who look upon 
it. or similar organizations, benignly.

NNE DE LENCLOS, known by 

the pet name, Ninon, was 

born in -Paris May 15, 1616 
lier father, Henri de Lenclos, came 
of an old and welltodo ‘Touraine 
family.

He was in 
volved in many flirtations and in 
trigues, consequently in duels kor 
music also he had pronounced taste 
and some talent. Ninon'’s mother was 
correct, a pallid personality; she had 
small influence upon her contempo 
raries, least of all upon her daughtet 

Ninon is famous for the extreme 
age to which she prolonged het 
beauty, her charm, and her youthtul 
joy in lite. She had sweethearts until 
she was 60. After that, the men 
continued to admire her, and the 
women ceased to be jealous, 

Though we may explain the in 
formality of her behavior by her 
father’s temperament, and by the fact 
that she was an orphan at an early 
date, yet the contradictions in her 
character remain baffling. She was 
the first and to this day perhaps the 
most thoroughly emancipated woman; 
yet even women who must have been 
her rivals testify to the delicacy of 
her taste, Jhe decorum of her man 
ners, the integrity of her character. 
She did as she chose, yet her unself 
ish thoughtfulness was a legend. 
Saint-Evremond, her wittiest and 
most nearly permanent admirer, said 
she was more than a woman: she 
deserved to be called a man of honor. 

Vulgarity was distasteful to her, 
and scandal, in spite of her uncon 
ventional! life, she managed to avoid. 
Or if she stumbled into an awkward 
situation, the good breeding of her 
associates saved her. Once in her 
youth, when the death of her parents 
left her without guidance, she was 
talked about, and the Queen-Revent, 
Anne of Austria, prepared to banish 
her from the Court, not knowing who 
was the gentleman in the case. 

But when Ninon rode in her coach 
through the Paris streets, the Prince 
de Conde, the Great Conde, victerious 
chief of the royal armies, came riding 
the other way, in his coach. At sight 
of her he got out, walked over, hat 
in hand, and for several minutes con 
versed respectfully, in the sight of 
the whole town It is said he was 
the unidentified admirer. In any case 
he was a gallant gentleman, and the 
Queen grasped the idea without dif 
ficulty that she had better not be 
unkind to Ninon. 

Charles de Saint-Evremond, Ni- 
non'’s best-beloved, was born in the 
same year as she and lived to be 
almost as old. In 1659, when he was 
43, he was exiled by Louis XIV, and 
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spent the rest of his life in bkongla

Heightened HOPE 


America's Chronic Drunkards, Once Shunned as Social 
Outcasts, Are Being Redeemed by New, Humane Treat- 
ment That Restores Them to Health and Respectability 


Dr. Howard W. Haggerd Appreeched Alico- 
holism Not as a Temperance Zealot, bet as a 
Skilled Specialist.

NEW sun is dawning for America’s esti- 

mated 900,000 alcoholics a sun of public 

intelligence which radiates from the Yale 
Clinic Plan. The American Weekly printed the 
first comprehensive, authoritative report on the 
Yale Plan in February, 1945, and Since that time 
use of the new method has been spreading. 

As yet the dawn is in its early shell-pink, but 
its light has already touched 12 U_ 5S. cities and 
nine states, 

In Boston the chronic. drunkard is regarded 
as a sick man, whose disease is as involuntary 
and consuming as infantile paralysis or malaria. 

In New Haven, Dallas, Des Moines, Daytona 
Beach and Rochester, N. Y., the alcoholic is treated 
with the same dignity as any invalid 

In Fort Worth, Austin, Pittsburgh, Youngs 
town, Washington, LD. C., and Charleston, addicts 
are sympathetically screened through social and 
medical centers and helped back to normal. 

As yet the light is a candle flicker in the cen- 
tury-old gloom of prejudice. But it is growing 
brighter. The Yaie Plan was its kindling point. 
Charles Jackson’s memorable book, “The Lost 
Weekend,” and the movie made from it, made a 
tremendous impact on national consciousness. 
The expansion of Alcoholics Anonymous has been 
a profound educational factor The American 
press has given the subject more attention since 
1940 than during the entire preceding century. 

The Yale Clinic Plan was conceived ten years 
ago by a New Haven scientist, who approached 
alcoholism not as a temperance zealot, but as 
a Skilled specialist seeking a preventive formula. 

It works, as many thousands of “ex-incurables” 
can attest. 

Rehabilitated “drunkards” once deemed hope- 
less have become the Yale Plan's most enthusi 
astic workers in redeeming other members of 
the ancient fellowship of the uptilted bottle 

Ten*years ago Dr. Howard W. Haggard was 
investigating the effect of noxious gases on the 
human system in his laboratory at Yale. He 
was familiar with the reaction of such poison 
vapors as diphosgene, which clogs the respirators 
glands lie knew that Lewisite corrodes the 
mucous membranes and sears the flesh. Chlor- 
picrin swells the eyeballs and causes nausea 

So he came to pure grain aleohol, which in 
repeated dosages over a long period also reacts 
as a noxious gas, and after years of excessive 
drinking causes vitamin deficiency, mild paranoia, 
hallucinosis and depressive psychosis. 

A Yade biometrician, Dr. E. M. Jellinek. was 
already engaged in alcohol research, and topether 
they attacked the mystery They wanted answer: 
to such riddles as: “When does the use of alcoho! 
hecome excessive?” “What does it do to the 
man system?” “Why are some drinkers mor 
lergic than others?” 
kor five years they assembled their data from 
across the nation, and by 1940 they found that 
of an estimated 50,000,000 drinkers, all but a small 
percentage of them used alcohol moderately

and only for the purpose of socia!] relaxation. 

Three million persons were “excessive” drink- 
ers, who liked to go on fraternal binges period)- 
cally, and get out of control, but at other times 
took their drams temperately or not at all. But 
of this number approximately 2,000,000 were po 
tential threats, in danger of crossing the thin, 
wavering line of self abandon. 

Lastly there were about 900,000 liquor addicts, 
or habitual alcoholics who drink for vaious 
reasons and in different ways, but to whom alco- 
hol is a principal reason for living. They were 
folk who could not adjust themselves to a world 
o1 reality and used drink to escape Into a shadowy 
twilight They had crossed the border Ime of 
normality and had become diseased 

Thus the Yale Clinic found that a ratio of 
nearly one in every 40 adult Americans were 
either confirmed addicts or potentials, at appalling 
cost to the nation’s economy. Male alcoholics 
vastly outnumbered women. Of the total arrested 
drunkards, 97 per cent were men between the 
ages of 30 and 60-—the age peak production, 
Racially, the Irish, English and Seandinavian 
were more susceptible than Jews and Latins 

The Clinic found that, contrary to accepted 
opinion, alcohol does not act as a stimulant, but 
actually 1s a depressant to the higher brain cen- 
ters as reason vieclds to emotion 

At what stage does a man become drunk? 

A third New Haven doctor had the answer to 
tha’ Dr. Leon A. Greenberg invented a machine 
which resembles a large portable radio, wiih 

in one side, into which the patient breat : 
and reveals the alcoholic content in his blood- 
stream A dial like an automobile speedometer 
registers the percentage a .05 saturation being 
reasonably sober, .15 being genuinely intoxicated. 
The amount of alcohol that the average sized 
man can absorb depends on how much food he 
has in his stomach, how long he took to drink 
the amount, and what his natural allergy ij 

The Yale plan is no sawdust trail to salvation. 
It dovetails realistically with the local] police, 
the district courts, social agencies, medica] centers 
and Alcoholics Anonymous. ‘Thus a sample case

Krom long experience the judge knows that 
it does no good to throw the inebriate into jail 
kines and terms to the county farm fail to re 
form.

The alcoholic at first ts fearful lest he be made 
an experimental guinea pig for some strange pur- 
pose. But rather than go to jail, he consents, 
and is taken tor 434 Temple Street, where he 
fin’s a brick building and a neat, well lighted 
Interior. He is greeted by a cheerful girl recep 
tionist, who ushers him into an inner office 
where an alert, calm mannered man in a white 
coat bevins to chat quietly. 

The alcoholic is put at ease and encouraged 
to talk. Like most of his kind he has known 
years of loneliness, bitter self reproach, despau 
and self-condemnation. Ile has developed a_ per 
secution complex and drinks in proportion as his 
troubles mount. His wife has left him. He cannot 
hold a job. He is out of control. 


BUT now for the first time he finds himself 
treated sympathetically as a sick man instead 
of a social nuisance. He is offered a helping 
hand instead of sharp rebuke and rough handling. 
He responds and begins to talk. 

The Clinic learns that he is in need of high 
Vitarnin therapy due to prolonged dependency on 
alcohol instead of food. Pure alcohol contains 
210 calories per ounce by weight, but provides 
no vitamins and even impedes absorption of vita- 
mins from food. A further checkup shows in- 
testinal inflammations. He needs a balanced diet. 
rest and security. So he is hospitalized, the

She eloped to Maryland with James Vail Con- 
verse, Jr. And in 1923, at a dinner party given by 
her sister, Gloria Morgan met Reggie Vanderbilt.

Revinald Vanderbilt, one of the four living 
children of the stately, icy 80-year-old dowypger, 
Alice Gwynn Vanderbilt, was a_ kindly, -horsy, 
playboy with graying hair and 
His passion was horses.

He was a sick man. But he fell deeply in love 
with the child-woman Gloria and after a short, 
whirlwind courtship proposed to her. But what 
a fantastic proposal. He said to her in the pres 
ence of bis friend, Maury Paul, whom he sum 
moned as a witness “Gloria, I want Maury to 
hear what I am going to say to you. I love you; 
I want to marry you but I want you to know 
exactly where you stand. All I have is a trust 
fund from my father of five million dollars. 

“When I die, that goes to Cathleen or to other 
children if I have them, My physician tells me 
[am a sick man and in all probability there will 
be no issue from the marriage. The chances are 
you would be a Mrs, Vanderbilt with no money. 

“Do you understand exactly what I am saying 
to you?” It was the long dead Vanderbilts reach- 
ing out from the tomb to have their say. The 
dazzle@, love-sick girl replied, “I love you I 
want to marry you. Nothing else matters to me. 
You know that.” She could cope with the dead. 
She could not foresee that the living would be 
against her, too, 

Then the young girl ran the terrifying gantlet 
of 30 members of the Vanderbilt clan gathered 
under the aegis of the stately old dowager who 
was known only as Mrs. Vanderbilt in the huge 
Vanderbilt mansion that formerly occupied the 
block from S7th St. to 58th St. on Fifth Ave., 
and was filled with an appalling amount of gilt 
furniture, solid gold plate, bad paintings, red 
plush hangings and tin bathtubs encased in wood. 
Only Gertrude Whitney, Reggie’s sister, was not 
there which, had Gloria been older, she would 
have noticed and been given pause. 


N MARCH of 1923, Gloria Morgan married 

Reginald Vanderbilt. The Rev. John Haynes 
Holmes officiated. Gertrude Whitney was not 
there. The beginning of Gloria’s life as a Vander- 
bilt was far from auspicious, 
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The morning of her wedding she had a tem- 
perature of 103, and when the honeymoon cat 
pulled up at Sandy Point Farm in Newport, she 
collapsed with diphtheria and nearly died. [| 
was more than four months before she could 
walk normally. ‘The diséase left her with a pe 
manent heart ailment. When she recovered, she 
and her husband went to Paris. Upon their re- 
turn, Gloria knew that at least she had become 
important in the eyes of the dynastic Vanderbilts, 
and doubly so to her husband, for she was to 
present him with an heir. 

At 9 o'clock in the morning of Feb. 20, 
1924, all the protagonists of the dreadful and 
scandalous tragedy that was to take place 10 
years hence were there, with one notable excep- 
tion, at the Lying-In Hospital in New York. 
Laura Morgan-—-‘“Mama”—-was present in the 
operating room where five specialists performed a 
Caesarean like a witness to a royal birth who 
fears a substitution, 


PRESENT, too, was Litthe Gloria, arved 30 sec 

onds, weight 7% pounds. Outside waited 
Reggie and ‘Thelma. The notable exception was 
the absence of Reggie's sister, Gertrude Whitney. 
And later we will learn why. When the baby 
was two weeks old, the last important player 
was added to the cast, Emma Sullivan Keislich, 
the nurse. And from the moment the baby wis 
born, “Mama” attached herself to Gloria and 
Reggie and lived with them. 

What price unlimited wealth, a great name, 
social pinnacle when Fate deals the cards from 
the bottom of the deck? In spite of the proud 
position she had achieved, ill-fortune was Gloria 
Morgan Vanderbilt's hand-matiden. 

On Sept. 4, 1925, Reggie Vanderbilt, a kind 
and loving husband, died suddenty of sclerosis 
of the liver, and in addition to the sorrow of 
losing the man she loved, she was to learn what

it meant to be a widow under the terms dictated 
by the long dead hands mouldering in the Van- 
derbilt Mausoleum, at New Dorp, Staten Island, 
where Reggie was taken for his long sleep next 
to his ancestor Because Crloria, Sr., beleved 
she was under age at the time of her husband's 
death, Gloria, Jr.’s share of the $5,000,000 estate 
was administered by Judge Foley, a Surrogate 
of the New York Courts, and George B..Wicke: 

Sham, a. lawyer, appointed as guardian of the 
property of the child The mother received 
$130,000 from the Vanderb&t estate, and $18,000 
a year for maintenance of little Gloria, 


ND here we see how, like in a Greek tragedy, 

doom stalks these people at every turn. For 
“Mama” Morvan was in error when she said 
(jloria. Sr... was born in 1904, not 1905, as a birth 
certificate later revealed. And she actually was 
of legal age when her husband died, could have 
been appointed legal guardian to her daughter, 
and no one could ever have robbed her of her 
child. At that momenf> the infant who had never 
known her father was denied the legal protection 
of her mother. 

When the estate was settled, “Mama,” 
and little Gloria went to Kurope to. live 

“Mama!” ‘That dominating person character 
ized by Harry Payne Whitney as a “horrible and 
meddlesome old woman” —hear her tin Paris as 
quoted in Gloria’s book: 

Gloria Vanderbilt’ to nurse: “Emma, change

“Mama” Laura Morgan to little Gloria:

And (;loria, the child, was shunted from 
France, to Switzerland, to England, rarely seeing 
her mother for more than a month at a time 
always under the care and influence of nurse 
Ketshch, or “Mama” or both Her healthy bodys 
sickened with part real, part imaginary illnesses, 
She grew nervous and anemic, and from the age 
of seven on, when she was brought to America, 
Spent much time in the home of her aunt, Ger- 
trude Whitney, where she was given a pony to 
ride.

But it was Big Gloria in the end who made 
the decision to break the engagement, and sacr!

WICE tossed on glamorous social 
seas, the marital bark of Craig 
Biddle, Sr., at last has sailed into 

seemingly quiet waters. 

When the millionaire Philadelphia 
sportsman recently married Laura 
Savard, 44, his’ French-Canadian 
nurse, his friends concluded that he 
felt his glittering days of leading 
International society were over. ‘The 
couple have settled down on Biddle’s 
farm near Peace Dale, R. -I., where 
Nurse Savard had been taking care 
of her 66-year-old patient, who, suf 
fers from arthritis. 

Newport and Philadelphia, the 
traditional Biddle strongholds, took 
the announcement of Marriage No.3 
with restraint. ! 

It was on an April day in 1901 that 
Biddle first ventured into matrimony 
destined to flourish and. fade in the 
spotlight’s glare. He was handsome, 
wealthy, and a player of ehampion- 
Ship tennis. His social position was 
impeccable. 

His bride was the beautiful Laura 
Whelen, daughter of Henry Whelen, 
Jr., a noted art collector. Laura was 
breathtakingly lovely. For her, Biddle 
named their Radnor home “Lauranto” 
and filled it with furnishings from 
Rome and Florence, which made it 
one of the showplaces of Phila- 
delphia’s “Main Line.” 

As the son of the late Edward 
Biddle and the grandson of the cele 
brated Anthony J. Drexel, noted 
financier, young Biddle enjoyed a 
bank account that was very healthy 

His vivacious bride soon was a 
society leader not only on the eastern 
seaboard but abroad. The Biddles 
were in the forefront of the pay life 
of Paris before World War I. When 
iddle bade the boulevard cafes a 
temporary adieu to represent the 
l'nited States in the international ten- 
nis matches at Wimbledon, Laura 
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The First Mrs. Laura Biddle—She Smoked 
in the Bellevue-Stratford.

have enjoyed for so long the comedy 
of life and the twinkle in her eyes 
when she speaks of it shows that she 
still delights in the pageant. 

Her memories are a saga of 
pioneer days in Illinois and many of 
them center around the backwoods 
Jawyer who guided the nation through 
the Civil War. 

She was born in ‘Tremont, IIl.., 
June 16, 1846, in the red brick house 
her father had built the year before 
a house which is today a shrine for 
Visitors because of its “Lincoln Room” 
-——~the first floor bedroom - where 
Lincoln so often stayed when he was 
riding the 8th Judicial Circuit. Mrs. 
Hunt said: 

“My father, John Albert Jones, 
who later became superintendent of 
statistics in the State Department at 
Washington, came to Illinois in 1835. 
Soon after he inet Lincoln and the 
two became fast friends for life.” 

Recalling one occasion when Lin- 
coln was among the guests in her 
home, Mrs. Hunt said: 

“They were all sitting round the 
table talking when my litle brother, 
Albert, then two, came limping into 
the room. Lincoln noticed him, called 
him and took him on his knee. I 
heard Mr. Lincoln re- 
mark: ‘Why, the poor 
little fellow has a stone 
bruise.’ Then and there, 
he took out his penknife 
and opened the bruise.” 

Another time her 
mother sent her father 
to invite Lincoln to din 
ner with other lawyers 
who were attending 
court. Lincoln refused 
emphatically and, when 
pressed to say why, fi- 
nally rose, clapped a 
hand on each elbow, 
gewayed back and forth 
saying: 

“I’m ragged, I'm rag 
ged; 1 cannot meet the 
ladies with my elbows 
out.” 

“Mr. Lincoln was in- 
clined to dramatize 
things in this way,” 
Mrs. Hunt said, “but he 
was also very truthful.

N'TO the office of the Thoroughbred Racing Pro- 
tective Bureau a few minutes after the first 
race on last March 5 at Tropical Park, Florida, 

walked lanky J. A. (Blink) Creal. His face was 
seamed and weathered by a lifetime at the track. 
His eyes were bright with fear. 

Even in his agitation he must have thought 
hard before he decided to open the official door. 
For 20 years he had been around the paddocks of 
the Middle West and East. Slowly he had made 
his way up from exercise boy, to groom, to trainer, 
and owner. Now, on this afternoon last spring, he 
was edging into a new role. He was about to be. 
come the bureau’s first important complainant, 
and his charge was attempted extortion. 

“I'm being followed around the track by a 
hustler,” he said. “He wants money. He comes 
up and whispers. He’s trying to shake me down.” 

The operative in charge was Thomas Costello, 
once an ace of the Department of Justice. He gave 
Creal a long look. 

“Take it easy,” he said. “Who are you? Let’s 
have this from the start.” 

Creal composed himself. There wasn’t much 
to tell, he said. He just didn’t want the hustler 
to be threatening him. 

“You didn’t run a ringer, did you?” Costello 
asked him. 

“No,” Creal replied. “It’s just that the mob 
thinks I've got plenty of dough.” 

“All right,” Costello said. “Let’s take a look 
around. Maybe we Can spot your man.” 

Together then they made a tour of the grand. 
stand, the club house, the paddock, the stables. 
Creal couldn't point out the extortioner, and Cos- 
tello left him, with instructions to report any 
further threat. 

That was the last time Creal made a complaint. 
Three days later Edward Coffey, the bureau’s 
scientific expert, reported that gossip named a 
horse called Allpulch as a ringer and that William 
Hamilton, a steward, had barred the horse from 
running at Gulf Stream last Decembe 

This was the first hint the bureau had received 
that Allpulch, owned by Creal, was the center of a 
ringing case. It was the case of The Rockingham 
tinger, presented in The American Weekly last 
week, when the story of the ringer’s race was told 

the story of how crooked gamblers cleaned up a 

fortune last November when a fast horse, Sea 
Command, raced under the name of the slow 
Allpulch, and won as a 40 to 1 shot. Racketeers, 
a few minutes before the mutuel windows closed, 
poured in bets, and race followers in New Hamp 
shire were taken for $105,000. Bookies in a half 
dozen cities were hard hit, too, and the public at 
the time had no proof at all that a bold rinying 
gang had victimized it. 

The protective bureau had been organized the 
following January. Now, in March, 1946, it was 
receiving the first intimation that a ringing case 
was confronting it. ’ 

That was enough to go on. The bureau had no 
evidence, whatever, but the grounds for suspicion 
were ample. Spencer Drayton, bureau president, 
and Walter Higgins, assistant, saw this at once. 
‘They ordered an exhaustive investigation of the 
running of ringers, with Costello assigned to fol 
low the Allpulch lead. 
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For the first time, then, the efforts of a deter- 
mined group of law enforcement specialists wer 
turned upon the problem of the racing rackKeteers 
who mulct the public by running ringers sure 
lire. Winners entered under false names In races 
where their competitors are away below their 
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In the past, owners of ringers who ha been

detected in flagrant violations of track vul have 


been set down barred trom the track ft a sea 
son, only to return the following year tor tull 
reinstatement. In public disgrace, they've been 
labelled as cheats in the fall. In the spring they've 
been re-labelled honest men, with full honors of 
the track. 

The Protective Bureau set out to obtain just 
and stronger penalties through criminal prosecu 
lion Wf possible and it accepted the Allpulch case 
as one that might reveal in detail the tactics of 
the racketeers,

He lived the case night and day, and pradually it 
took form. It wasn’t hearsay any more; it was 
indisputable fact. 

He found that Allpulch, in his racing career, 
had two registered trainers. The current traine) 
was Martin Level, head of the Frances Stables 
The first one had been Creal Entered by Creal 
in a Nov. 13, 1945, claiming race at Rockingham, 
Allpulch, a 40 to 1 shot In the morning line, had 
won Two men had cashed $40,000 win tickets 
one bookie had been hit for another $40,000; other 
bookies had been taken for thousands in New 
york, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Detroit and

ALC had been allowed to run only after 

CTreal had convineed Paddock Judge James 
Farley no deception was intended although the 
horse had a white patch on a heel not mentioned 
In the Jockey Club certificate. 

The day after the race, when Creal had gone 
to his stables at Rockingham, he had found his 
way barred by an armed guard stationed there by 
Lou Smith, Rockingham’s’ executive director 
Track stewards weren't satisfied with his horse’ 
identification. but Creal reassured them. and three 
days later raced Allpuleh apiin, He won and paid 
87.42 for each $2 ticket. ‘This time Allpuich was 
Claimed for $2,000 by Level, reputable owne! 
who has had him since that time. 

Level knew nothing otf the hidden background 
of his horse. Costello, working for months on the 
mystery, charted the backpround 

lle found that a horse named Allpulch had 
been bred on the farm of ‘Theodore Dunman, in 
Novice, ‘Texas; had been bought by one Pinky 
(;soldberg, a Brooklyn horse trader; then at the 
Doc Henry auction farm in Pennsylvania had been 
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sold for $210 to an agent who represented William 
kK’. Mink, head of a Wilmington, Del., plumbing 
and tile business. 

Costello also found that Mink’s daughter, Mrs. 
W. B. Weldin, had acquired an owner’s badge by 
running a hopelessly outdistanced and 236-to-1 
horse on the first day of the Laurel meeting in 
Maryland last fall. A little later, on the strength 
of her badge, she had claimed a potentially great 
horse, Sea Command, son of War Admiral, fo 
23,f90 at Pimlico. Robert Drummond, Mink’s 
trainer, had acted as agent for her and she had 
got the horse only after the owner, H. A. Dabson. 
had questioned her authority to make the bid. But 
her badge allowed her to buy; the records verified 
its authenticity. 

Mink had sold a horse under the name of 
Allpulch to Creal, Costello learned, and the de- 
livery had been arranged by Mink’s associate, Paul 
Middleton, a plumbing contractor, also of Wil- 
mington. Meanwhile, Sea Command had disap- 
peared as a race horse and never raced under his 
own name again. 


LOWLY and carefully, Costello piled up evi- 

dence to show that Sea Command had been 
substituted for the real Allpulch, and under the 
alias Of Allpulch had won the ringer races. One 
of his strongest proofs, he believed, was the word 
given him by two of Sea Command’s former train- 
ers, Ray Crowe and J. V. (Irish) Steward. They 
identified a picture of the ringer as that of Sea 
Command. Then they went with Costello and 
members of New Hampshire's Racing Commission 
to the Frances stables, where they examined Sea 
Command. 

The trainers knew the horse’s color, the strand 
of white hair above a heel, the horse’s gait. They 
said Allpulch was undoubtedly Sea Command. 
level then was prevented racing the horse any 
nore, although he had no part in the ringing 
vhich had occurred before he bought the gelding. 

A final bit of evidence revealed Mink’s con- 
nection with Creal. After the ringer had won 
twice and then been claimed by Level, according to 
Creal, Mink dernanded that Creal pay him $4,750 

half the sum of the purses and the claiming 
price. Creal refused, and thereafter received from 
Knowles & Allmond, lawyers, of Wilmington, a 
letter which said: 

“This is to advise you that unless you can 
show a good defense to the claim of W. F. Mink 
in the sum of $4,750, Mr. Mink will assume you 
have no intention to pay him his money and will 
accordingly proceed to New Hampshire and swear 
out a criminal warrent.” Signed: “W. T. Knowles.” 

It was apparent from this that Mink still was 
owner of the ringer, and Creal said Mink’s con- 
tention was that the bill of sale was worthless, 
having been signed on Sunday. Creal didn’t pay 
the $4,750. 

The New Hampshire State Racing Commission 
suspended Creal, then delayed action by allowing 
briefs to be filed. Attorney General Ernest 
d’Amours, although the bureau placed a mass of 
evidence before him, did nothing. He said he was 
too busy with two murder cases scheduled for 
early trial. So no Grand Jury presentation of the 
facts was made. 

The bureau, however, had broken the case so 
completely that there remains no doubt in New 
Iiampshire now as to how an unknown horse 
entered as Allpulch happened to rob New Hamp- 
shire race track followers of $105,000 in one 
minute and 12 seconds. 

The bureau's devastating evidence, to sum up, 
was this: Mink’s daughter, Mrs. Weldin, entered 
a 236-to-l shot at Laurel last fall and although it 
finished last she received an owner’s badge. On 
the hadge, she claimed Sea Command at Pim- 
lico, paying $3,750.

of’ the country with a very few exceptions. 

Drayton, the bureau head, and Higgins, the 
assistant, both former top aides of J. Edgar 
Hoover in the FBI, chose a staff of more than 40 
operatives, all of them picked veterans of the FBI 
and Intelligence Service. They’ve declared war, 
and their foes are the racing racketeers who fix 
races, dope horses, build up stables under false 
names, paint horses, run ringers, and thus cheat 
the racing publie out of millions of dollars each 
year. 

“The ringer threat is always present,” Drayton 
said the other day. “False identification of horses 
has been one of the growing evils.” 

So he assigned his scientifie expert, the same 
Edward Coffey who entered early into the AIl- 
pulch case, to head the work on identification. 
Coffey formerly was director of the FBI labora- 
tories, and under him were developed the world’s 
best fingerprint system, blood test, sputum test, 
and tests for tire markings and glass. In the war 
it was he who devised the tests which exposed 
draft dodgers who sought deferment by chemically 
stimulating their pulse rate at examination time. 
Drayton had sound reason to belteve that if any 
one could plan a practical horse examination test 
to combat a situation growing yearly more dis- 
graceful, Coffey could do it. 

Coffey tackled the job at once. He learned in 
detail what the United States Army Remount 
Service was doing in its own identification prob- 
lem, and presently he and Drayton conferred with 
Col. F. W. Koester, in charge of the service, In 
Pomona, Calif. There it was decided that the sys- 
tem devised for army remounts might also be 
practicable in thoroughbred racing, 

“The basis of the system is tattooing,” Drayton 
said. “We decided that every thoroughbred horse 
could have a number. ‘The number could be ap 
plied easily and painlessly, and a way was found 
to make it unchangeable and ineradicable.” 

With the system mastered, Drayton and Coffe 
returned east and Alfred G. Vanderbilt offered 
two yearlings at Saratoga as subjects for a den 
onstration. There never was any doubt about its 
success, and the bureau vouches for this now. 

The only instruments necessary in the identi- 
fication procedure are a small, slim, metal clamp 
called a twitch, which is used to turn back a 
horse's lips, and a very fine tattooing needle. 

Tattooing is painless. 

When a horse is ready to be marked, the under 
sides of both lips are rubbed with alcohol, as an 
antiseptic. Then, as the twitch gently draws back 


the upper lip, the mumbers are painted tn black 
India ink on the inside. After that, the fine needle 
swiftly traces the numbers and the color ts there 
for good. 

After the demonstration with the Vanderbilt 
yearlings, Drayton prepared a memorandum for 
the Jockey Club, which has authority over al! 
registration of horses. He suggested that if the 
system is adopted a standard size number about 
an inch high and a half-inch wide be used, with a 
stencil. The number can not be removed without 
leaving an easily detectable scar, he said, and a 
new tattoo mark can not be added because Coffe, 
has perfected a harmless chemical which when 
spread over a horse's lip brings out in sharp co 
trast any mark added to the original tattoo. FE

The Amateur Egyptol- 
ogist Insisted There 
Were Burial Chambers 
and a Treasure in His 
Diggings, but All He 
Found Was an Old 
Brick Wall

CAIRO. 

LAD in a dirty white burnoose, 

the man was a simple Egyptian 

peasant, a_ fellah. He came 
timidly to the gate of one of King 
Farouk’'s palaces, the palace of Ezbit- 
el-Walda, at Helwan, 16 miles south 
of Cairo. Clutched in his hand was 
a piece of pottery, which he showed 
to the guard. 

The guard took the pottery to his 
superior officer, who presented it to 
an official of the court. Later, it was 
sent for examination to Dr. Zaki Y. 
saad, of the Cairo Museum. 

Dr. Saad reported that it was over 
5,000 years old. -It had been made, 
he said, during ancient Egypt's little 
known Ist Dynasty, and informed 
King Farouk that the site (which lies 
within a stone’s throw of Ezbit-el 
Walda) would be worth excavating. 
The King ordered him to do the job 
and supplied necessary funds. 

All this happened tn 1940. 
was begun tw vears later. Since 
then over 4,000 tombs, mostly of the 
Ist Dynasty, have been unearthed in 
what has proved to be the largest 
ancient burial ground in Egypt. 

Cjuided by Dr. Saad, this writer 
recently visited Helwan. So far as he 


Work 
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is aware the following report of what 
has been yvoing on there will be the 
first to appear in America. 

It certainly will be the first to 
contain the story of the charlatan 
and the feud that developed over one 
of the tombs. 

The ancient city of Heliopolis, 
Egypt's capital before Memphis took 
over that role, generally is thought to 
have been situated a few miles north 
of modern Cairo, at the apex of the 
Delta. Actually, it was situated close 
to Helwan; its cemetery is the scene 
of Dr. Saad’s excavations. 

Other important finds from the 
same tombs include: burial chambers 
built of limestone slabs (a material 
previously almost unheard of for the 
period); actual granaries made of 
pottery; downward pointing inscribed 
gravestones, directly over the burial 
chambers; and carved ivory lotus 
buds, model and forerunner of the 
latter-day liyyptian and Greek column

HIN Isadora Dunean, cel- 
ebrated American dancer, was 
fatally injured in an auto. 
mobile accident 19 years ago, she left 
a legacy to the women of her native 
land only now being fully appreciated. 

At 18, she danced tn San Fran 
cisco without tights, stockings or 
shoes, clad in flowing, diaphanous 
robes and started a dress revolution. 

That was in 1898, era of corsets 
and petticoats, of -the “hour-giass” 
figure when no woman dared to 
show her Knees, when heavy skirts 
dragged the ground, and bathing 
beauties appeared in voluminous 
sults, Stays and stockings. 

In a recent book, “Impresario,” 
copyright, 1946, by S. Hurok and Ruth 
(,00de, reprinted by permission of 
Random House, Ine., Mr. Hurok, who 
managed Isadora over a long period, 
gives her full credit for the emancipa 
tion of modern women from dress 
slavery, conventions and tabus “that 
enslaved their grandmothers,” 

Isadora found fame suddenly. She 
danced from the Golden Gate to 
New York. The capitals of Europe 
hailed her as a Goddess who had re 
created the Greek art of dancing 

She gathered a group of young 
firis, draped them in robes like her 
own and took them to Creece to 
study postures from historic vases 
and works of art. 

Her arrival in Paris with her 
troupe developed into a_ triumph. 
She established schools in many big 
cities. So great was her vogue that 
she was reported to have cleared 
S$? 000,000 in the decade before World 
War I]. 

In 1913 tragedy entered her life. 
Hier two children, Deirdre and Pat 
rick, five and three, were drowned 
when a taxi plunged into the Seine. 

To the astonishment of the world, 
which had known nothing of her as 
a mother, she revealed that Was 
unmarried, 

Her romances with literary, mu 
sical and artistic celebrities she dis- 
cussed freely in “My Life” published 
by Liveright Publishing Corporation.
